The Rohilkund Ukhbar, of the 1st of August, notices a “* me+ 
morial monument erected to those who lost their lives in 
Abyssinia, some two hundred in number:” a translation of 
the inscription on the monument is also given. 


A Mooltan correspondent states that now-a-days a Moul- 
vie, resident of Neelkote, has made a Mussulman of a young

The Dubduba Secundree, of the 1st of August, publishes

Any one who goes to the Rajah 
is sure to receive his heart’s wishes, and pockets full of gold.” 
The writer then instances the Mogullee Punjabun, (alias Bun- 
doo Jin), ‘*who has the entree to. the -Rajah’s presence, to 


whom fate has given the opportunity of teaching the Karima, 
and who receives Rs. 500 cash per mensem.’? 


- The Gwalior Gazette, of the 2nd of ‘August, after sotiding 
some matters of minor importance; mentions the -arrival at 


Poona of an European’ Mussulman; whose dress is not even 


like that of an European, ‘ His maniers arid habits are: like 
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those of the southern people, but those who know him declate 
that he is a relation of some Punjab walla Sahib.” : 


The Oudh Ukhbar, of the 4th of August, after extracts from 
English papers, publishes. the letter of a correspondent at 
Jubbulpore, w which mentions that the people of Kurba Marara 
district derived ‘considerable benefit from the establishment — 
of an Assistant’s Court. A Mr. Russell, the officer of this 
Court, ‘is reported to have been most just, and every-one was 
contented and happy with him; “ but,” adds the writer, 
“the pity is, that he should be sent away to Burmah; so that 
just now the Court is without its officer. It is said that this 
Court will not remain, but that only a Tehseelee will be kept 


up here. All the people have experienced great trouble since 
the Court: was done away with. 9 | 


The Deputy. Com missioner of Jubbulpore is noticed in 
terms of high praise; &c., &c. 


A correspondent writing from Nabha reports complaints rife 
against the Chief, concerning his conduct to the Bai Sahiba; 
and that complaints have been sent up to the Agent, who has 
not as yet taken particular notice of them: the reason for 
this is not known. “It is said that some ahlkars (officials) 
lave given the Bai Sahiba great trouble; that for a long 
time she has been complaining ; and the other day, when the 
Agent went there, she complained in presence of the Rajah 
himself of his tyranny, and of the conduct of his officials; 
on which the Munshee Sahib Singh, and others, were dis- 
missed, by order of the Agent. The Agent, as usual, con- 
tinues satisfied’ with the Rajah; but has expressed his dis- 
pleasure | at the Rajah’s conduct, in a letter addressed to him.” 4 


The. following also: appears _— The news generally re- 
ceived from the frontier turns out to be false.’ The news of 
the death of the King of Bokhara is alluded to as an instance 
of the want of reliable news from that quarter; and the writer 
Says, “that save what comes from the Europe side, none of 
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the news ig tenst-worthy; however strange this may seem.” He 
continues :—‘' Fhe people of this country soon know the scanda} 
of the Affghan bazar, or the private letters from merchants 
teveal it to them; but ‘the real correct news received by 
Government is not made public; or, if it happens to be s0, it 
is done in this way—first, the news is sent to England, and 
then it comes out trust-worthy, Still, we ought not to look 
upon it as entirely so, although it be made public in all the 
papers of: Hindoostan ; for the state of the people is this, 


that they neither know the true strength of Russia, nor are 


they acquainted with the strength of their enemies. They. 
only form their own opinion by chance, and invent new stories 
daily. Concerning Russia, there are two kinds of histories 
in this country: one is, that there never has been any anxiety 
about it, and never will be; the other is, that they, the Rus- 
sians, are steadily advancing upon Hindoostan, ‘that they will 


_ one day arrive in the country, and that it is certain that they 


will exterminate those who resist them. It is also the rule to 
fill up all blanks in these recitals with the inventions of their ° 
own imaginations. If those who are confident that the 
Russians will not attack Hindoostan were to reflect on the 
fact that the Russians held Sebastopol so bravely for twelve 
mionths, against the English, French, Turks, Italians, &., 
they would allow that the Russians have come too near Hin- 
doostan, arid may very soon arrive at the frontier. There is 
no doubt that the strength of the English Government 1s 
just now on ‘the decline in the surrounding ‘countries, espe- 
cially in Beloochistan. ‘The Khan of Khelat has written to 
the Commissioner of Scinde, that now that Sir H. Grant is 
gone from the boundary, he has fears for the Government, 

and on the Hills, to00, concerning its rule.’* The Scindian is 
then quoted, to the effeet:that the Khan of Khelat appears to 
be a very insignificant person;-but-that petty Chiefs now look 
and think about cases connected with the Civil-administration 
of the country. “It eannot be concealed, too, that the Hine 
doostanees are in. their hearts dissatisfied with the Englist 
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Government ;; and they ddhere so to their own opinions,.and: 
are: so, ignorant,: that if (whieh . God. forbid) the Russians 

should advance into, this country, they would look upon them 
as the means of restoring peace and contentment. History - 
alone will in time point out to them the true character of the: 
Russians ; but they will always entertain the same ideas ; and: 
if they attack, they will aid them alone. But, of course, learned, 
men understand in a way, and can ¢alculate their gain and- 
loss,. Enough; they will in every way look-upon the English 
Government as their benefactors. Against this no one has: 
a word to say; viz., of the rule which has been the best. Hin-. 
doostan has ever known, or ever will know. God forbid that, 
such, people, whose well-being. depends entirely upon the effi- . 
ciency. of their soldiery, and by. whom the profession;of sdl-. 
diers is most highly ptized, should with their -blood-thirsty. 
Kossacks. be : the. méans of ruining’ Hindoostan—they who: 
do not consider a country brought to obedience until they 

have made it one immense grave-yard, by. killing its inhabi- 

tants, and laying: them.at the feet of their Emperor. In all 
the world. Russia is.so self-powerful that its equal as a military: 
power is not to. be found; and if in that country any one is' 
faithless to his salt, even in name, that unfortunate.one is so’ 
punished, that death is the only relief-he gets from his misery ;””, 
&c., &c.. The writer then alludes to the exiles of Siberia, and all 
thetyranny Russia is supposed to be. guilty of. He then pro-' 
ceeds :-—“* Those who, hearing of Russian progress towards In-: 
dia, gave way totheir feelings, and formedall sorts of contri- 
vances and projects, should think well over matters, and be sure 
that it is an easy matter to frame results from the Civil admi- 
nistration of a country, but the enquiry into it is very difficult. 

Do the arguments we raise exist, or have they merely been raised: 
tocarry. ont onr hearts’ desires ?. The advance of Russia is con- 
nected with, the Civil. administration of Europe; and so long: 
48 wa do not look well into the polities of. the powerful -king- 
doms, on, that side,- we are not at all sure that our minds eat 
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Guide us in thexight way. Lord Palmerston used to say, that 
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if the Russians wathted to‘ fighit‘the English for the possession 
of Hindoostan,’ the battle would not take ‘place on: the 


bariks 6f Jumna ‘and Gunga, but that the settlement would 
take place in Europe; and this statesman held that opinion up 
to the day of his death: It was ‘acting upon this opinion that 
the English Government aidéd, and still’ aids Turkey, which 
empire, in the Civil idiom’of’ Europe, receives the title of 
‘sickness,’ because it spins out its days with much difficulty, 
The Sultan of Turkey, who is‘looked upon by Mussulmans as 
a sort of shadow of. the Divinity, is of himself a man of 
ambition and quickness of apprehension; but things are so 
combining together, that the interest’ of the great Huzrut 
cannot at once undo the faults of ages, and the wishers of 
evil do not allow a single opportunity to pass. The Russians 
have been always’ enemies to Turkey ; and had not’ another 
power interfered, they would long ‘since. have settled that. 
country. But the great object of the English in siding with 
Turkey is to obtain a passage for their ships vid Egypt to: 
Hindoostan, by which:a six months’ voyage is reduced to 
one.: The French are not in their hearts in favour of Turkey, 
bat their artful Emperor does not place faith:in the: divinity © 
of: Russia. Both these monarchs are very ambitious, and love 
power; in fact, they have a fancy for conquering the whole 

world; and between the obstinacy of two wolves, the lives of the 
poor sheep are spared, At the time the Emperor of France 
resolved upon constructing the Suez Canal, those who reflected 
well. upon it saw many obstacles to it; but the Emperor 
kept to the original. design, and carried out the work, and 
put his foot into it!. Apparently, the Russians will again 
meddle in Kastern affairs; and those Europeans who talk of. 
aiding Turkey, will have to give check from the Cashmere or 
Cabul side (a well-known term used in the game of: chess); 
so that the chess-hoard of the country will: fall consider- 
ably in‘ repute, and the: English be separated from Turkey. 
We cannot understand whether: the Russians have come 
into Affghanistan itself or whether. they intend to take 
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Hindoostan: v4 Cashmere, ‘They: can:excite.:and stir up the 
Affghans. The King of Persia is quite in their power. ‘When 
we look into the geography of:Hind, our senses will scarcely. 
believe that any outsider can arrive in safety ; though Cash- 
mere is of course weak:and can be. easily won. The Friend 
of India is always:against Cashmere ; and because, in the time 
of Lord Dalhousie, the ruin of native States used to be pub-= 
lished in the Serampore paper, Hindoostanee. .Chiefs .do not 
wish to see any accounts of Cashmere in that paper. To place 
the Chief of Cashmere in a position of doubt and suspicion at 
such a time is not necessary ; and we are very glad that the 
orders of the Governor-General and the Secretary of State 
for India are in this case imperative. If it is necessary for 
the defence of Hindoostan that. a cantonment be formed 


on the boundary of Cashmere, or to erect a fort, the straight- 


- forward course would be for the. English Government to clearly 
make known their wishes, and there is no Chief who would 
‘not aid them in. providing for the welfare of Hindoostan. 
The only difficulty is this, that the desires of Government 
appear crooked to the Chiefs of Hindoostan; and in the work- 
ing out of the designs, they appear.more so. Let those who 
admire the policy of Lord Dalhousie look at this weak time. 
If the advice of the late Sir H. Lawrence was carried out, 
and the Punjab once more established. there, 80 much anxiety 
would not have been felt by the English Government and by 
the. Hindoostanees. Outwardly, it does not appear that the 
Sikhs will turn from the English, and become slaves to Rus- 
sia, Maharajah Dhulleep Singh Bahadoor is in England, and 
his becoming a convert. to Christianity has reconciled the 
English ; and the candidates for the Civil. Service receive such 


_ ‘Strict orders: to beoome-scquainted with the English charac- 


ter, 80 that:they may disabuse their minds of certain false 
impressions they may have imbibed-against the English. And 
the certainty is, that the Maharajah (Dhulleep Singh) is in 
every way: worthy of the confidence of the’ British Govern. 
ment ; and if: he were now to return to the ‘Punjab, the fear 
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of his ‘father’s name would be alone sufficient to bring down 
the Affghans ; and without the Affghans, Russia can do No. 
thing. Many English gentlemen are intimate friends of the 
Maharajah, and would remain in the Panjab ; and, if necessary, 
his Wuzier might be an Englishman; and when ‘the emer- 


geney has passed, it would be in the power of the Maharajah 
to keep whomsoever he pleased.” 


The Malwa Ukhbar, of the 5th of August, continues the 
article upon Travancore, The writer proceeds to comment 
on the Engineer’s Department, and its benefit to the Go- 
vernment and people, especially in the matter of irrigation; 
comparing the blessings of artificial irrigation with the 
dire results of the want of it in Orissa. The writer pro- 
ceeds. to say :——"' If the Government had at first orga- 
nized irrigation works in that country, such ruin well 
not have overwhelmed it, and God’s creatures would have 
been spared. The benefits of rain would have been received 
from the canals and tanks ; cultivation would have gone on; 
&c., &e. In the reign of former rulers, the benefits of canals 
and tanks were well understood; it is strange, therefore, 
that the English Government, which is so high above all 
Rajahs, even they are in darkness, Thay make long ramb- 
ling s‘atements in praise of this Department, blacken whole 
offices with pen and ink, and do not act’ at all upon their 
writings and sayings, which appear to be only empty and 
false. It is worthy of reflection, that in the yearof the Orissa 
faniine, two krores and thirty-eight lakhs of rupees were 
passed for barrack building, which was-of no benefit at all 

to the people ; while only seventy lakhs were passed for canals, 
which would have benefited so many; and the wonder is, that 
out of this latter sum-only thirty-six lakhs were expended. 
In short, the policy of Government in regard to this seems 
very lukewarm; consequently, it is.a pleasure to know that 
the Zravancore Government: keeps up the customs of: the 


ancient kings ;” &e.,; &co. . The writer goos on to enumerate the 


many benefits conferred by. the Bajah upon his couatry. for 
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the benefit, of -his peaple 3 3)and how the.Dewan declares thatjit 
is the desire. of hig.master to expend twelve lakhs on. canals,
